Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant's arguments such that the final rejection is improper because it relied upon a minor technical 
rejection is not persuasive. As noted in MPEP 707.07(g), lack of enablement is a major technical rejection as opposed to a minor 
technical rejection argued by applicants. The claims were definite -- just not enabled which requires examination based upon the claims 
as presented. As clearly set forth in the Final Rejection, no art rejection could be made based upon the logical inconsistency of the 
claims. Accordingly, applicant's amendments to claims 1 and 10 necessitate further search and/or consideration given that the 
amendments were not made simply on the basis to resolve issues pertaining to form or indefiniteness but to overcome a major technical 
rejection. Applicant's newly presented claim 47 does not contain all of the limitations of previously objected to claim 40 and also 
requires further search and/or consideration. Finally, applicant's response adds an additional claim without canceling a corresponding 
number of finally rejected claims. 
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
